A long litigfation, covering- a period 
of three years, over a small am ount has 
just been settled by the suprem e court 
aflirming the decision of the lower 
court in the case of John L. M cIntyre 
VB the Farm ers & M erchants bank of 
this city. 


In 1804 John L. M cIntyre secured a 
judi^ment of $800 against Dr. Isaac R. 
Dunning and garnisheed the Farm ers 
& M erchants bank. 
T he statem ent of 
the cashier disclosed the fact th at Dr. 
Dunning had on deposit in the bank 
the sum of $125 at the tim e of the g ar­ 
nishm ent. 
Ic was claimed th at the 
money on deposit belonged to Mrs. 
Dunning and the bank officers on this 
ground allowed the doctor to check 
against the d*»posit in the face of the 
garnishee. 


M cIntyre began suit in the circuit 
court against the bank. 
The first tim e 
it came up the case was thrown out of 
court on tne ground th at Mrs. Dunning 
ought to be made a party to the suit, 
In the second trial of the case the 
court decided after the testimony was 
in that there were no questions of facts 
for tne jury to decide aud the case was 
given tiie bank on the law points. 
A 
motion for a new trial was made and 
granted and lat<t June the third trial of 
the case came up in the circuit court. 
The jury found a verdict for the plain- 
lilT of $125 and oosts. 
Yesterday the 
supreme court alhrmed the decision. 


This case has been watched with 
more than usual interest by bankers 
and lawyer.^. 
It involved several nice 
legal iK)inls and the case has been 
fought through the courts with great 
care, the attorneys on both sides being 
deserving of great credit for their 
work,

proprietor, but had been invariably re­ 
ferred back to the manager, w ith the 
understanding that he had full author­ 
ity to deal w ith them.

AN ANNIVERSARY. OLD OASE SETTLED 


REASON, IT IS 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


A Local Drusrslst T ells Som ething 


About the 
U nreasonable 
Law. 


Since the visit of the members of the 
W. C. T. U. to the city drusr stores to 
look over the liquor registers attention 
has been directed to the fact that not a 
single drug store in the state keeps the 
law. 


It is imf^ssible. 
It Is possible to 
keep the law in regard to the sale of 
liquors but impossible to live up to the 
law relating to the sale of poisons. On 
this subject Dr. Witherspoon, of the 
firm of Lowe & Witherspoon, said last 
night: 


“In Michigan there are 1,100 poisons, 
while in many other states the numb» r 
is eight. The law requires that every 
one of hese poisons be labeled with 
the skull and crossbones. 
It is the le­ 
gal duty of the druggist to ask the pur- 
chaf^er the use the poison is to be put 
to and to make proper entry on the 
poi^on register. This entails such a 
vast amount of work that no drug store 
in the state could do it and keep finan­ 
cially tilloat. 


‘•For instance, let a lady come in out 
store to buy some Hake white, (one of 
the 1.1(H) |)oison«) which is used us a 
complexitiii boautilier. 
T he aw says I 
must ask the lady what she ex p u d s to 
do with the [)oison, arHi th< n put on the 
skull ui.il crossbones and tlie dose.

Jlesolved, th a t to save the druggists 
any further trouble w*e reijuest the lo­ 
cal papers to publish that portion of 
the law p»?rtaiuing to dru^^gists, blank 
ijooks, HO th a t no me need e rr tlierein. 
T h e law is found under Act No. ill.'l, 
page 4 l;j, Laws of Michigan. 


Section 
relates to druggists and al­ 
lows tliem to sell liijuors fur chemical, 
scientilic, medical, mechani«*Al or sac­ 
ramental puruoses only in strict com­ 
pliance with law. They by themselves,

It is a 
flat, fertile island, and the people pre­ 
serve much of the simple manners and 
frugal habits of two and three centuries 
ago. The old style of wooden shoes are 
worn and make the village streets as 
noisy as a etone crusher. They have old 
iashioued kitchens in their homes, with 
goodly fireplaces, and also little clay 
stoves, in which charcoal is used for 
fuel. In a few there arc «tovea which 
burn coal, bnt these are a rarity. 
The 
good housewives preserve foods accord­ 
ing to recipes which have been kept as 
heirlooms. Some of the preparations 
are very delicious. They treat fish in an 
odd manner. 
The fish is thoroughly 
scraped, split and cleaned, put into a 
pot with salt, niter, vinegar and spices, 
iuclnding cinnamon, clove, bay leaves, 
laurel, peppercorns, mustard and cay­ 
enne. More fishes are added until the 
pot is almost full, when it is put in a 
storeroom and covered with an earthen­ 
ware cover. 


It stands until it is thoronghly sous­ 
ed, which is known by the bones becom­ 
ing soft througli the dissolving of the 
lime by the vinegar. When this stage 
is reached, the fish are removed with 
great care and put into smaller crock.s 
or jars and are then covered with a fluid 
made from w^ater, vinegar, oil, the 
spices mentioned, onion, leek and some­ 
times a clove of garlic. These crocks 
are sealed in clumsy fashion, the com­ 
monest way being with stout brown pa­ 
per, paste and cord. Fish treated in 
this manner retains its delicacy of fla­ 
vor, is very white and very appetizing.

B. Hayes, of Ionia, stirred up the 
delegates by denouncing certain sena­ 
tors lor their action last winter, and 
esptcially for refussiug to coniirm ex- 
Gov. Luce as a member of the Ionia 
prison bourd. 
He stated that these 
legislators were marked and were like­ 
ly to hear of these matters in the fu­ 
ture. 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
brigham in an address, declared that 
the farmer should insist upon fair rep­ 
resentation in all legislative bodies 
and upon paying only a fair proportion 
of taxes.
